Preventive veterinary medicine 
deals with the question, “What is the 
cause of the condition, will it affect 
the remainder of the herd, and how 
can I prevent further spread?”

“THE PURINA PROGRAM MAKES US MONEY” 


states Gilbert Jaeger 
By J. H. McAdams 


“Brother Hubert and I started our 
Holstein herd in 1918,’ stated 
Gilbert Jaeger of Jaeger Bros., 
Ixonia, Wisconsin. 


“Our first year of testing showed 
our herd with an average of 299 
Ibs. of butterfat. Compared with 
most herds, that was not too bad 
at that time, but it wasn’t good 
enough for us. So we began to look 
for ways to improve. 


“One change we made was in our 
feeding, and that change paid off 
from the start. We've kept D.H.LA. 
or H.I.R. records for nearly 20 
years, and since 1937 we've been 
strictly on the Purina Program. 


“One thing we saw was a need for 
better cows. We started using better 
bulls, and began paying more atten- 
tion to the way our heifers were 
grown. A second thing called for 
some changes in our management. 
We began paying more attention to 
a program of culling low-producing 
cows and placing big, rugged heif- 
ers of our own raising in their place. 
The third change was in our feed- 
ing. We decided Purina knew far 
more about feed research than we 
could ever know, and turned that 
responsibility over to them. Han- 
dling the problems of breeding and 
management was big enough to 
—_ us plenty busy. That decision, 
made 18 years ago, to let Purina do 


the worrying about = of nu- 
trition has sure paid off. 


“In recent years our butterfat pro- 
duction has consistently averaged 
from 425 lbs. to 460 Ibs. Any cow 
failing to give us at least 400 lbs. 
of fat becomes a prospect for the 
butcher. A heifer, to win a place in 
the milking string, must give at 
least 400 Ibs. of fat her first lacta- 
tion. Our best cows are giving us 
in excess of 600 Ibs. of fat. 

“In May of 1954 we sold a cow that 
had gone through 15% lactations 
for us. In her lifetime she gave us 
192,889 lbs. of milk and 6887 Ibs.

of butterfat. She was always as reg- 
ular as clockwork in dropping 
calves spaced one year apart. Un- 
fortunately, most of the calves she 
dropped were bulls, and we have 
none of her daughters in the herd.” 
Pride of the Jaeger herd today is an 
animal they call Pride of Ormsby. 
This big cow, dropped in April 
1944, weighs 1560 lbs. Pride of 
Ormsby wouldn't place very high 
in stiff show-ring competition, as 
she is classified only Good Plus, 
but as a producer she rates ‘‘excel- 
lent." She has just completed her 
eighth lactation, and has a total of 
102,802 lbs. of milk and 4017.2 
Ibs. of fat to her credit. 

Two of the five heifers dropped by 
Pride of Ormsby are in the Jaeger 
milking herd. Early heifers were 
sold before they realized her full 
value. 

Rebecca, one of the daughters of 
Pride of Ormsby, was dropped 
October 15, 1948, and now weighs 
1420 lbs. Four of the five calves 
dropped by Rebecca have been heif- 
ers. In her four completed lacta- 
tions, Rebecca has produced 
59,095 Ibs. of milk and 1960 Ibs. 
of fat. 


Nell, a daughter of Rebecca, drop- 
ped her first calf Dec. 9, 1953, at 25 
months of age. Her first lactation 
extended 4354 days, and in that time 
she produced 13,090 Ibs. of milk 
and 540 lbs. of butterfat. Her official 
production for 305 days was 467 
Ibs. of fat. 


Pansy, another granddaughter of 
Pride of Ormsby, is now in her 
fourth lactation. In three lactations 
she produced 56,506 Ibs. of milk 
and 1241 Ibs. of butterfat. 


Bubbles, a great-granddaughter of 
Pride of Ormsby, freshened Decem- 
ber 6, 1954, at 25 months of age 
In her first official month of pro- 
duction Bubbles gave the Jaegers 
69 |bs. of butterfat 


About a year ago Hubert Jaeger 
died. Even prior to Hubert’s death 
his two sons were taking an active 
part in the operation of the dairy 
Today Albin Jaeger, one of Hubert’'s 
sons, works actively with his uncle 
Gilbert in the management of the 
dairy herd on the home farm, while 
Albin’s brother manages a separate

How they compare

Among cowmen there is a deep-seated opinion 
that the truest measure of a dairyman’s success 
is in his ability to grow heifers from calfhood 
to maturity. 


The editors of Morrison's “Feeds and Feeding”’ 
have long recognized this theory, and for many 
years have used a Calf Growth Standard, re- 
vising it periodically as the growth of average 
calves has improved.

produced on 2100 lbs. less grain dur 
ing the summer months of 1954 as 
compared to 1953. It must be remem 
bered that the cows were on the aver 
age one month closer to the previous 
calving during 1954 

Ihe biggest advantage to Zero Pas 
ture, as I see it, is the possibility of 
reducing the acreage needed to carry 
a herd by reducing the amount ol 
waste. We will probably see an in 
crease in the use of such a program 
on farms that are limited in size or on 
farms that wish to expand their herd 
without expanding their existing 
acreage 

Labor requirements are higher for 
a Zero Pasture Program but this is 
partially offset by the elimination of 
the labor required for clipping and 
fencing 

It takes a sound management pro- 
gram to keep on top of any pasture 
program. Zero Pasture will not carry 
itself. There is a great deal of thought 
and planning needed to keep the pro 
gram working right 

Zero Pasture is not the complete 
answer to pasture management prob 
lems. It will be a sound program un 
der some operations and uneconomi 
cal under others. Any dairyman think 
ing about turning to Zero Pasture 
should consider very carefully all an 
gles involved

His pedigree contains a number of great females noted for 
their production, type and longevity The young son of Woodyglen Queen 
Mazie by “Antony” should sire a great group of cattle. The daughters of 
Smithland Supreme Champion are milking exceptionally well and remind me a 
great deal of the daughters of his sire Inka Supreme Posch. During my last visit 
to Forsgate I was impressed with the uniformity of the young daughters by 
Smithland Supreme Champion
